He said Michael had 
admitted he had knowledge of the 
transcript irregularities. 
Head Coach Barry Switzer said he 
had assured Dr. Paul Sharp, the 
university president, that no other 
member of his staff was involved in the 
incident. 
Walker also said that Jackson had 
stayed in the athletic dormitory during 
two visits to the OU campus when he 
was a high school senior. 
Both the transcript tampering and 
the dorm stays are violations of Big 
Eight Conference regulations, and the 
conference is investigating, Walker

Ohio's requirements for heating fuel 
will double in the next year because of 
certain Environmental Protection 
Agency requirements. 
“ We may not have sufficient oil to 
satisfy the requirements,” MeCreary 
said. “ I have requested that an energy 
officer be appointed to establish 
priorities.” 
The state exhausted its 1.4 million 
gallon limit of heating fuel earlier than 
expected this past winter and had to 
purchase oil on the open market at 
more than twice its contract rate. 
“ It hasn’t struck yet because the big 
summer driving hasn’t started yet,” 
Dreyer said. “ There has been some 
price increase at the wholesale level 
that has not shown up retail. They must 
show up, because otherwise people will 
go out of business.’’ 
“ You’ll see signs up, ‘Sorry, no gas. 
Come back tomorrow.’ 
“ Within the next 15 to 20 days when 
the driving starts picking up, you will 
see a shortage. Prices are going to go 
up because the crude oil costs more. 
“ Normally refiners stockpile gas. 
They had to turn all their etforts to the 
home heating market and utilities. This 
took away their storage capacity,” 
Dreyer said. 
“ I don’t think it 
will come to 
rationing. But the days of gas wars, 
where people were fighting under free 
enterprise, is over. When you can’t get 
the product, you can’t fight,” he said. 
Two major Ohio gasoline suppliers 
refuse to speculate on prices. 
Pitt Curtiss, a Standard Oil Co. 
(SOHIO) official, said/“ We expect to 
meet the demand for our product in the 
state of Ohio on the retail level.” 
SOHIO purchases three-quarters of 
its supply of crude oil from other 
refiners, Curtiss said. “ The ability to 
forecast the quantity of the products 
we’ll have is dependent on our ability to 
have a supply of crude oil. Any in­ 
creased cost of crude oil represents a 
direct expense.” 
He said rationing, closing service 
stations certain hours or days during 
the week or limiting amount of fill-ups 
has not been discussed with dealers. 
“ Certainly there is a shortage of 
gasoline. But we do not anticipate any 
rationing in our retail marketing area 
in the Midwest,” said Mike Russo, a 
spokesman for Marathon Oil Co. of 
Findlay. 
“ We are not anticipating any growth 
in sales since the amount of product 
available to us this year is comparable 
to last year,” he said. Inventory for the 
Midwest is down two per cent from last 
year.

In a message to Congress, Nixon said 
oil importers could bring in as much oil 
as permitted under

quotas without paying any further 
tariffs. However, he said, they may 
import petroleum in addition to the 1973 
quota levels upon payment of a fee. 
He sa id the tariff-free imports will tx* 
phased out over seven years until all oil 
imports are governed by the fee sc bed 
ule. 
In other major points of his message, 
Nixon asked Congress to deregulate the 
price control of new natural gas sup­ 
plies on the interstate market by the 
Federal Power Commission 
The proposed legislation would 
authorize the secretary of the* Interior 
to monitor natural gas prices and 
impose a ceiling on them if necessary.

and faculty who have abandoned their 
ideals and students who have lost all 
interest in a real education.

“ gut courses” have gone public. 


W H A T BR O U G H T this to mind was 
the coincidental reading of, first, an 
article in Newsweek on the injection 
into college curriculums of courses on 
voodoo, witchcraft and the occult, and, 
second, a piece in the New York Times 
on a course at C'ornell in wine tasting. 


Newsweek^ story has a marvelous 
quote from a man who teaches a 
seminar on dreams at California State 
University, San Francisco: the “ huge 
desire” for occult studies, he asserted, 
was

grossly 
m aterialistic culture.” 
Maybe, but before going too far along 
that track I would like to see his 
grading profile, that is, what 
per­ 
centage of his students gets A. Students 
are a cold-blooded lot.

the popularity of his courses until, one 
year, they were decimated 
Inquiry 
revealed that the main cause of the 
fallo ff was that his classroom had 
been moved from the first to the fourth 
floor of Fayerweather Hall! 
In this connection we had an amusing 
time at my university with a course on 
witchcraft. Carried away by a passion 
for relevance, the student educational 
policy committee requested that witch­ 
craft be added to the curriculum. We 
thought about it for a while and 
somewhat to their surprise — agreed. 
On the appointed day a mob turned up 
for the first class and in walked a 
professor of history, who is in fact an 
expert on witchcraft , with the course 
syllabus. 
Perhaps the students expected to 
organize covens and meet in caves at 
night, but they staggered out with a 
reading list on the history and the 
historical significance of witchcraft. If 
WASI t m 'TO N CAI A ANI. . . . by Marquis 
A favorable Suprem e Court?

Cynical though it 
may sound, there seems one logical 
reason to explain the extreme position 
taken by the Nixon Administration on 
executive privilege and the right to 
enforce secrecy 
throughout

ment. The answer is the Supreme Court 
of the United States. 
Consider the sequence of 
events. 
President 
Nixon’s 
aides 
refuse 
to 
testify 
before Sen. 
Sam 
E r v in ’s 
Watergate 
investigating 
committee. 
Whether Sen. Frvm goes through with 
his threat to try to arrest them or not, 
their defiance will bring citations of 
contempt. This will be appealed to the 
courts with at least two to three years 
intervening before it reaches decision 
in the Supreme Court. 
By that time it can be safely assumed 
the President will have not four of his 
own “ strict constructionist” justices 
but live. The court will be his stone wall 
of defiance to the Congress.

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As recent surveys have shown, the 
four Nixon justices have voted with 
rem arkable consistency in any case 
involving presidential powers.

Mr. Nixon was, in effect, campaigning 
against the Supreme Court. He has 
never given any legal definition of what 
he means by “ strict constructionist.” 
There is nothing in the Constitution 
about executive privilege. When bis 
aides are pressed to say 
what this 
authority derives from they cite the 
separation of powers. 
But the Kleindienst sweep, covering 
everyone from the door clerk to the 
Attorney General himself, is to infer 
authority that the Founding Fathers 
never dreamed of. 


A S U P R E M E C O U R T decision in 
1957 overruled a contempt of Congress 
conviction of a witness who refused to 
divulge names of alleged Communists 
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before the House Un-American Ac­ 
tivities Committee. The opinion written 
by Chief Justice E a rl W arren sustained 
the defense of the witness, a United 
Auto Workers official, John T. Watkins, 
based on his reliance on the First 
Amendment. The Chief Justice cited an 
earlier ruling to the effect that “ an 
investigatioon (by Congress) into in­ 
dividual affairs is invalid if unrelated 
to any legislative purpose.” “ There is 
no congressional power to expose for 
the sake of exposure.” 
But, 
as those fam iliar with 
the 
Watkins opinion and its significance 
point out, the “ legislative purpose” in 
the Watergate investigation is clear 
enough. It is to expose wrongdoing so 
that laws may be drafted to prevent 
future 
subversion 
of 
the 
political 
process. 
Directly involved are men convicted 
of serious crimes. Officials holding 
influential positions in the government 
and subsequently in the Nixon re­ 
election committee stand accused of 
vio latin g law s governing political 
contributions. Either those alleged to 
have been participants must face a 
public interrogation or the public will 
be denied knowledge of what actually 
heppened, and ( ’(ingress will lack the 
background to draft appropriate laws. 


T H E S U P R E M E C O U R T is literally 
the court of last resort. Impeachment 
is a proceeding within the purview of 
the Constitution. 
Impeachment was 
voted by the House of Representatives 
against Justice Samuel Chase at the 
tim e that Thom as Je fferso n was 
feuding with C h ief Ju s tic e John 
Marshall. But the Senate refused to 
find ( ’base guilty of high crimes and 
misdemeanors 
as 
provided 
in 
the 
Constitution. 
It 
is obviously not 
a 
recourse when ideological issues are 
involved. 
Franklin Roosevelt, frustrated by a 
co n servative m a jo rity repeatedly 
outlawing New Deal measures, sought 
to add six new justices of a liberal 
lier suasion. His “ court packing” plan 
drew wide opposition and was rejected 
by the Senate, as the controversy 
disclosed how deep was respect and 
even veneration for the court. 
But if President Nixon now fills it 
with “ strict constructionists” by his 
definition, putting it in position as a 
political barricade, that respect may 
not long survive.

Sounds like weak bunch of money- 
hungry newsmen up there who are 
afraid to let anything in their paper 
that may make an advertiser unhappy. 
The 
advertisers 
then 
become 
the 
controlling element of the press. 
This situation should be fully co­ 
vered in stories and editorials. Each 
doctor in the town should be contacted 
by a reporter and his story put into 
print. In this action it is likely that one 
or more will turn up that do not sub­ 
scribe 
to 
the 
m ercen ary 
policy 
described. 
What is our society coming to if 
money, or the lack of it, determines if 
you have the right to live or die?

areas. 
“ After all, these are the communities 
to which the m ajority of the women will 
be going back. Being close to their 
communities will help in the adjust­ 
ments they will have to m ake.”

It is fairly common to encounter a 
setting where it is more dangerous to 
have one defender on lead than the 
other. 
The principle of avoiding the 
dangerous opponent finds it applicat ion 
in numerous and sundry forms. Here is 
a case where South applies the prin 
ciple twice in one hand. 
West led the jack of diamonds and 
declarer made his first good move 
when he reaved low from dummy and 


low from his hand 
South realized he might lose a trump 
trick (if he misguessed the trump 
situation', and also a diamond, and 
therefore it was imperative to arrange 
matters so that he did not lose two 
heart tricks. 
But South also realized that he could 
cope w ith the heart situation if he kept 
East out of the lead to prevent a heart 
return through the king, for then he 
could discard two hearts on dummy’s 
clubs. It was in line with this thought 
that he did not play the queen of 
diamonds from dummy at trick one 
The double duck of the jack eliminated 
all chance of East’s ever taking the 
lead in diamonds 
West continued with a diamond, 
taken with the ace, and South pursued 
his campaign of preventing East from 
gaining the lead by playing a trump to 
the king and finessing the ten on the 
way back. 
When the finesse 
succeeded, 
declarer scored the obvious eleven 
tricks, but he would have been on 
equally firm ground had the trump 
finesse lost to West’s queen. In that 
case he would have scored only ten 
tricks, but he would have fulfilled his 
main assignment 
Note that, in tackling the trunq)s as 
he did. declarer was not so much in­ 
terested in guessing the location of the 
queen as he was in making sure that it 
he lost a trump trick it would In* to 
West, not East. With West on lead, the 
contract was invincible

Expert sees free trade most effective w ay of meeting unlimited demand

N EW YO RK (A P) — “ I don’t think 
there’s a limit on economic demand,” 
said Peter Flanigan. Human need, he 
insisted, is never satisfied “ For me, 
for example, 
it’s a 
place 
in the 
mountains and a boat and more.” 
Flanigan, who led the team that 
produced new trade proposals an­ 
nounced last week by President Nixon, 
was introducing what for him is an­ 
other incontestable thesis: “ The most 
effective way to meet demand is in free 
trade.” 
That notion isn’t universally ac­ 
cepted. While trade advocates claim 
that $1 billion of exports produces 
91.000 jobs, protectionist forces claim 


that imports might be destroying as 
many jobs 
and industries too. 
Flanigan, assistant to the President 
for 
international 
economic affairs, 
believes that free trade promotes the 
most efficient utilization of resources, 
including workers, and thus produces 
the lowest prices. But, he adds, trade 
today isn’t free. 
Europe wants to protect its less ef­ 
ficiently grown crops from American 
exports.

It begins with the assumption that 
needless frictions exist because of 
existing inequities. “ There is a fun­ 
damental imbalance in the system,” 
I* lanigan said. “ It was put in place 
after World War II when we had all the 
chips Our priority was to rebuild, and 
we were overly generous.” 
As other nations or groups of nations 
regained their com pet iveness, the need 
to change the monetary and trading 
systems grew evident. Other nations 
could devalue their currencies, for 


example, but not the United States. 
The old monetary order has now been 
challenged and buried 
The United 
States has now devalued and thus, in 
theory, made its g<x>ds more com- 
fx-titive in world markets 
But the 
t nited States still feels sinned against 
in trade. 
Nixon’s bill, called the Trade Reform 
Act of 1973, calls for a reduction of 
trade barriers if other nations are 
willing to lower theirs, one purpose 
being to bring exports, which totaled 
$48.8 billion last year, closer to the 
import figure of $55.7 billion. 
Will this deficit be erased by the 
President's proposals? 
I 
don't 
know, 
said 
Flanigan. 
We’re not going into the negotiations 


with the idea of getting a surplus.” 
That, he suggested, might take care of 
itself. 
Among the bargaining tools sought 
by the President is unlimited authority 
to raise, lower or eliminate tariffs, and 
the authority to retaliate against what 
are perceived to tx* inequities imposed 
agaiast American goods. 
This proposal was widely referred to 
in the press as “ unprecedented and 
sweeping.'' but Flanigan insists it is 
not. Similar rights were granted the 
President under the 1962 Trade E x ­ 
pansion Act, he said. 
“ Phony charge,” is how he described 
that accusation. “ It emerged because 
of the confrontation of the President 
with Congress. We are not seeking 


sweeping new power. We are asking for 
authority given in the past, to reflect 
the new experiences.” 
The second major aspect of the 
proposals, the right to restrain imports 
for five years so as to protect certain 
American industries, has also been 
criticized as an attempted usurption of 
power. 
But 
Flanigan 
notes that 
Congress retains its veto. 
“ It’s a hell of a matter to go into 
negotiations with fewer chips than the 
other guy.” he said, referring to the 
broad powers held by negotiators for 
some other nations.

County Superintendent of Schools, 
Guy M Foster, outlined some of the 
successful programs of the Miami 
Trace school system and also some of 
its problems for Rotarians at the club 
luncheon Tuesday in the Country Club. 
President Fred Domenico announced 
that the Washington C. H. club will be 
the host for the 1974 district conference 
and that I^aurence Dumford will serve 
as 
the general 
chairman. 
Robert 
Haigler,

member of the Washington C. ll club. 
Many of the details for hosting the 
conference remain to be worked out. 
Domenico also welcomed John Toby, 
Montgomery Ward store manager, into 
the club.

noted that there are ll elementary 
schools in the Miami Trace District 
and that the number of grades in each 
differs.

The schools have a budget of $2.3 
million for normal operations 
but 
expenses of the school lunch program 
bring the total up to around $3 million a 
year, he said. 
When the kindergarten was started 
last fall, Foster said there was some 
skepticism because full day sessions 
were planned. (Most kindergartens are 
on half day sessions, he noted).

Along that same line for improved 
communications, he pointed out that 
the school board meets in different 
schools throughout the county to make 
it easier for the people to take ad­ 
vantage of the opportunity to meet with 
members of the board.

Florida Senate 
restores name 
Cape Canaveral 


TALLAHASSEE, Fla. (AP) — Tired 
of waiting for Congress to act, the 
Florida Senate has voted unanimously 
to replace the name Cape Kennedy 
with Cape Canaveral — 
the original 
name — on all state road maps and 
highway signs. 
The area had been called Cape 
Canaveral from the 16th Century until 
President Lyndon Johnson changed it 
by proclamation in 1963, shortly after 
the death of President John F. Ken­ 
nedy. 
State Sen. Lori Wilson said she felt it 
was never Johnson’s intention for the 
entire Cape to bear the Kennedy name, 
only the space center area. She said the 
bill now awaiting action by the Florida 
House was not an attempt to “show any 
disrespect toward President John 
Kennedy, who was a great president.’’ 
Florida first asked Congress several 
years ago to change the name back to 
Cape Canaveral. The proposal passed 
the U.S. Senate last year but stalled in 
the House.

T a t t o o i n g I s f o r t h e B i r d s 


How do you feel about the new fad of 
tattooing designs on the arms and the 
body of women? 
M y daughter, a high school senior, 
read about it the other day, and already 
is seeking permission to have it done. 
Mrs. S.N., N. J. 
Dear Mrs. N.: 
I, too, read that story and em­ 
p h atically 
disapprove 
of 
this 
irreversible bit of nonsense. Fo r years 
I have called at tent ion in these columns 
to the dangers of skin tattooing on men. 
Syp h ilis, 
m a la ria , 
infectious 
hepatitis and other virulent diseases 
have been introduced into the bodies of 
unsuspecting people by this process. 
These diseases are a severe penalty 
to pay for a prank that is short-lived 
and usually painfully regretted. 
The U.S. Government issues to all 
members of the Armed Forces specific 
warnings that tattooing in foreign or 
domestic tattoo parlors is dangerous. 
Despite 
these 
w arnings, 
when 
resistance le ve ls are low ered by 
alcohol, illicit tattooing, with all its 
hazards, still exists. 
In most states tattooing is illegal. 
Such laws should be reinforced to make 
people who seek to be tattooed just as 
responsible as those who do the tat­ 
tooing. Until then, parents must exert 
the greatest pressure. 
Tattooing is considered a surgical 
procedure. 
Therefore, 
anyone 
who 
tattoos a design, whether it is a ship or 
a lovely flower, should have written 
consent from the parent of a minor and 
a license to practice surgery. Only in 


this way can the hidden dangers of 
tattooing be eliminated. 
Why don’t you remind your daughter 
that what is acceptable in fashion today 
will be “ dated” and “ old hat” next 
year? Old hats can be thrown away. 
The length of dresses can be altered. 
But a tattoo is there forever. 


With spring coming on, I worry about 
my personal tendency to attract bees, 
wasps, and hornets. 
What can I do about it?

Fo r 
ye a rs 
I

resisted 
acknowledging that some people more 
than others attract mosquitoes and 
other stinging insects. 


I do know that mosquitoes for some 
reason boycott me completely (But not 
me.—Ed .) I am sure that there must be 
an explanation for this. 
There are a few precautions that you 
can 
take. 
It 
is 
well 
known 
that 
cosmetics, suntan lotions, 
perfume, 
and other fragrances do attract in­ 
sects. 


Some studies indicate that bright 
colors, too, attract this kind of insect. 
People who are highly sensitive to 
insect bites should exert great effort to 
keep garbage cans covered. Leftover 
foods in the outdoors should be quickly 
discarded. 
There are many insect repellents 
that can be applied to the skin of people 
who have a close bond of affinity with 
unwanted insects.

D reyer said. “ There has been some 
price increase at the wholesale level 
that has not shown up retail. They m ust 
show up, because otherw ise people will 
go out of business.” 
“ You’ll see signs up, ‘Sorry, no gas. 
Come back tom orrow .’ 
“ Within the next 15 to 20 days when 
the driving sta rts picking up, you will 
see a shortage. P rices are going to go 
up because the crude oil costs more. 
“ Normally refiners stockpile gas. 
They had to turn all their etforts to the 
home heating m arket and utilities. This 
took away their storage capacity,” 
Dreyer said.

Two m ajor Ohio gasoline suppliers 
refuse to speculate on prices.

(SOHIO) official, said, “ We expect to 
meet the dem and for our product in the 
state of Ohio on the retail level.” 
SOHIO purchases three-quarters of 
its supply of crude oil from other 
refiners, Curtiss said. “ The ability to 
forecast the quantity of the products 
w e’ll have is dependent on our ability to 
have a supply of crude oil. Any in­ 
creased cost of crude oil represents a 
direct expense.” 
He said rationing, closing service 
stations certain hours or days during 
the week or limiting am ount of fill-ups 
has not been discussed with dealers. 
“ Certainly there is a shortage of 
gasoline. But we do not anticipate any 
rationing in our retail m arketing area 
in the M idwest,” said Mike Russo, a 
spokesm an for M arathon Oil Co. of 
Findlay. 
“ We are not anticipating any growth 
in sales since the amount of product 
available to us this year is com parable 
to last y e a r,” he said. Inventory for the 
Midwest is down two per cent from last 
year.

If you pushed the ivy away and 
closely scrutinized the offerings of our 
best colleges and universities, say, half 
a century ago, you could be certain to 
find some phony courses. However, 
these “ guts,” or “ pipes,” were in­ 
variably given a decent academic 
disguise. 
You couldn’t tell by reading the 
catalogue 
that 
Prof. 
Olam ’s 
Psychology 
107 
“ Social 
Pathology’ 
consisted 
of 
his 
autobiography and thoughts on life, 
and that the only way to get less than a 
B was to cut the class continually. 
I point this out because many critics 
of the academic scene talk and write as 
though once upon a time ideal colleges, 
populated 
by dedicated 
scholar- 
teachers 
and 
committed 
students, 
were the norm in American higher 
education 
whereas today the scene is 
dominated by cowardly administrators 
and faculty who have abandoned their 
ideals and students who have lost all 
interest in a real education. This is 
largely nonsense: the problem is that 
the drapes have been opened — the 
“ gut courses” have gone public. 


WHAT BRO UGHT this to mind was 
the coincidental reading of, first, an 
article in Newsweek on the injection 
into college curriculums of courses on 
voodoo, witchcraft and the occult, and, 
second, a piece in the New York Times 
on a course at Cornell in wine tasting. 


Newsweek’s story has a marvelous 
quote from a man who teaches a 
seminar on dreams at California State 
University, San Francisco: the “ huge 
desire” for occult studies, he asserted, 
was 
“ a 
reaction 
to 
our 
grossly 
materialistic culture.” 
Maybe, but before going too far along 
that track I would like to see his 
grading profile, that is, what per­ 
centage of his students gets A. Students 
are a cold-blooded lot. I recall a 
professor at Columbia who rejoiced in 
the popularity of his courses until, one 
year, they were decimated. Inquiry 
revealed that the main cause of the 
fall-off was that his classroom had 
been moved from the first to the fourth 
floor of Fayerweather Hall! 
In this connection we had an amusing 
time at my university with a course on 
witchcraft. Carried away by a passion 
for relevance, the student educational 
policy committee requested that witch­ 
craft be added to the curriculum. We 
thought about it for a while and — 
somewhat to their surprise — agreed. 
On the appointed day a mob turned up 
for the first class and in walked a 
professor of history, who is in fact an 
expert on witchcraft, with the course 
syllabus. 
Perhaps the students expected to 
organize covens and meet in caves at 
night, but they staggered out with a 
reading list on the history and the 
historical significance of witchcraft. If 


memory serves, seven returned and 
completed the course. That was the 
last we heard of witchcraft and one of 
my spies reported that a similar 
demand for astrology was dropped 
because they figured the boys in 
astrophysics would pull the same stunt. 


BACK 
TO C O R N ELL and 
wine 
tasting. Cornell has a School of Hotel 
Administration which, I ’m told, is 
highly regarded. When I was taking my 
graduate degree in constitutional law 
in Ithaca, we looked on the hotel school 
with genial scorn: perhaps wrongly it 
was regarded as a sanctuary for 
athletes. 


In our spare time we would for­ 
mulate course offerings: Sandwich- 
making 
101, 
Bed-changing 
267 
(Graduate Seminar), and the like. 
However, the hotel school went its 
vocational way and the college of 
liberal arts minded its own business. 


What I find distressing about wine 
tasting is that there are two courses. 
One, quite sensibly, for future hotel 
managers has 90 students. But another, 
with 214 students, is offered for general 
university credit! 


Presumably the faculty of arts and 
sciences approved of this and I urge 
them to reconsider. There have always 
been “ gut courses” scattered around 
Cornell, but this is really indecent 
exposure. 
WASHING TGIS GALLING . . . by Marquis Childs 
A favorable Supreme Court? 


WASHINGTON 
Cynical though it 
may sound, there seems one logical 
reason to explain the extreme position 
taken by the Nixon Administration on 
executive privilege and the right to 
enforce secrecy throughout govern­ 
ment. The answer is the Supreme Court 
of the United States. 
Consider the sequence of 
events. 
President 
Nixon’s 
aides 
refuse to 
testify 
before Sen. Sam 
E r v in ’s 
Watergate 
investigating 
committee. 
Whether Sen. Ervin goes through with 
his threat to try to arrest them or not, 
their defiance will bring citations of 
contempt. This will be appealed to the 
courts with at least two to three years 
intervening before it reaches decision 
iii the Supreme Court 
By that time it can be safely assumed 
the President will have not four of his 
own “ strict constructionist” justices 
but live. The court will be his stone wall 
of defiance lo the Congress. 
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As recent surveys have shown, the 
four Nixon justices have voted with 
remarkable consistency in any case 
involving presidential powers. They 
have been joined by either Justice 
Byron White or Justice Potter Stewart 
with 
few 
exceptions 
to 
make 
a 
majority. This leaves the three sur­ 
vivors, Justices William 0. Douglas, 
William J. Brennan Jr. and Thurgood 
Marshall repeatedly in a minority. 


T H E O N LY possible explanation of 
Attorney General Richard Klein- 
dienst’s unprecedented proposal for 
executive 
privilege 
for 
the 
entire 
executive establishment is the con­ 
fidence that the Nixon court will 
sustain any challenge on this score. In 
his press conference on March 15 the 
President said: 
“ Perhaps this is the time to have the 
highest court of this land make a 
definitive decision with regard to this 
matter (executive privilege).” 
In campaigning both in 1968 and in 
1972 for “ strict constructionist” judges 
Mr. Nixon was, in effect, campaigning 
against the4 Supreme Court. He has 
never given any legal definition of what 
he means by “ strict constructionist.” 
There is nothing in the Constitution 
about executive privilege. When his 
aides are pressed to say 
what this 
authority derives from they cite the 
separation of powers. 
But the Kleindienst sweep, covering 
everyone from the door clerk to the 
Attorney General himself, is to infer 
authority that I Ik* Founding Fathers 
never dreamed of. 


A S U P R E M E COURT decision in 
1957 overruled a contempt of Congress 
conviction of a witness who refused to 
divulge names of alleged Communists 


before the House Un-American Ac­ 
tivities Committee. The opinion written 
by Chief Justice Earl Warren sustained 
the defense of the witness, a United 
Auto Workers official, John T. Watkins, 
based on his reliance on the First 
Amendment. The Chief Justice cited an 
earlier ruling to the effect that “ an 
investigation (by Congress) into in­ 
dividual affairs is invalid if unrelated 
to any legislative purpose.” “ There is 
no congressional power to expose for 
the sake of exposure.” 
But, as those familiar with 
the 
Watkins opinion and its significance 
point out, the “ legislative purpose” in 
the Watergate investigation is clear 
enough. It is to expose wrongdoing so 
that laws may be drafted to prevent 
future 
subversion 
of 
the 
political 
process. 
Directly involved are men convicted 
of serious crimes. Officials holding 
influential positions in the government 
and subsequently in the Nixon re­ 
election committee stand accused of 
violating laws governing political 
contributions. Either those alleged to 
have been participants must face a 
public interrogation or the public will 
be denied knowledge of what actually 
heppened, and Congress will lack the 
background to draft appropriate laws. 


THE S U P R E M E COURT is literally 
the court of last resort. Impeachment 
is a proceeding within the purview of 
the Constitution. Impeachment was 
voted by the House of Representatives 
against Justice Samuel Chase at the 
time that Thomas Jefferson was 
feuding with Chief Ju stice John 
Marshall. But the Senate refused to 
find Chase guilty of high crimes and 
misdemeanors as provided 
in 
the 
Constitution. 
It is obviously not a 
recourse when ideological issues are 
involved. 
Franklin Roosevelt, frustrated by a 
conservative m ajority repeatedly 
outlawing New Deal measures, sought 
to add six new justices of a liberal 
persuasion. His “ court-packing” plan 
drew wide opposition and was rejected 
by the Senate, as the controversy 
disclosed how deep was respect and 
even veneration for the court. 
But if President Nixon now fills it 
with “ strict constructionists” by his 
definition, putting it in position as a 
political barricade, that respect may 
not long survive.

then 
become

controlling element of the press. 
This situation should be fully co­ 
vered in stories and editorials. Each 
doctor in the town should be contacted 
by a reporter and his story put into 
print. In this action it is likely that one 
or more will turn up that do not sub­ 
scribe 
to 
the m ercenary 
policy 
described. 
What is our society coming to if 
money, or the lack of it, determines if 
you have the right to live or die? Nowa­ 
days, the colleges that give the doctors 
their education and the hospitals in 
which they get their experience are 
largely supported by our tax dollar.

Marysville Reformatory to die

M ARYSVILLE, Ohio (AP) — Ohio 
Reformatory for Women, young- 
looking at 56, has only three or four 
years to live. 
The 
state’s 
Department 
of 
Rehabilitation and Corrections thinks 
the middle-aged institution is past its 
prime, and plans to phase it out. 
“ We think we can do an even better 
job if we put the inmates in local 
communities," said Director Bennett 
J. Cooper. "We would create smaller 
institutions in, say, three metropolitan 
areas. 
"After all, these are the communities 
to which the majority of the women will 
be going back. Being close to their 
communities will help in the adjust­ 
ments they will have to make.” 
Cooper said Marysville Reformatory 
has, at least, two years to live. No 
money is included in the 1973-1975 
biennium state budget 
for 
decen­ 
tralizing Marysville. 
But, the state has asked the federal 
government for $25,000 to help finance 
a $35,000 study of the best way to phase 
out the Marysville prison for women. 
Cooper pointed out 
that 
inmate 
population at Marysville has shrunk to 
about 250, down from more than 400 
once housed in its cottages. 
“ The rate of return of inmates and 
the cost of operating a large institution 
are factors in our decision,” said 
Cooper.

It is fairly common to encounter a 
setting where it is more dangerous to 
have one defender on lead than the 
other. 
The 
principle of avoiding 
the 
dangerous opponent finds it application 
in numerous and sundry forms. Here is 
a case where South applies the prin­ 
ciple twice in one hand. 
West led the jack of diamonds and 
declarer made his first good move 
when he nlaved low from dummy and 


low from his hand 
South realized he might lose a trump 
trick (if he misguessed the trump 
situation), and also a diamond, and 
therefore it was imperative to arrange 
matters so that he did not lose two 
heart tricks. 
But South also realized that he could 
cope with the heart situation if he kept 
East out of the lead to prevent a heart 
return through the king, for then he 
could discard two hearts on dummy’s 
clubs. It was in line with this thought 
that he did not play the queen of 
diamonds from dummy at trick one. 
The double duck of the jack eliminated 
all chance of East's ever taking the 
lead in diamonds. 
West continued with a diamond, 
taken with the ace, and South pursued 
his campaign of preventing East from 
gaining the lead by playing a trump to 
the king and finessing the ten on the 
way hack 
When the finesse 
succeeded, 
declarer scored the obvious eleven 
tricks, but he would have been on 
equally firm ground 
had the trump 
finesse lost to West’s queen. In that 
case he would have scored only ten 
tricks, but he would have fulfilled his 
main assignment. 
Note that, in tackling the trumps as 
he did, declarer was not so much in­ 
terested in guessing the location of the 
queen as he was in making sure that if 
he lost a trump trick it would be to 
West, not East. With West on lead, the 
contract was invincible.

Expert sees free trade most effective way of meeting unlimited demand

NEW YORK (AP) — “ I don’t think 
there’s a limit on economic dem and,” 
said Peter Flanigan. Human need, he 
insisted, is never satisfied. ‘‘For me, 
for example, 
it’s a 
place 
in 
the 
mountains and a boat and m ore.” 
Flanigan, who led the team that 
produced new trade proposals an­ 
nounced last week by President Nixon, 
was introducing what for him is an­ 
other incontestable thesis: ‘‘The most 
effective way to meet demand is in free 
trade.” 
That notion isn’t universally ac­ 
cepted. While trade advocates claim 
that $1 billion of exports produces 
91,000 jobs, protectionist forces claim 


that imports might be destroying as 
many jobs — and industries too. 
Flanigan, assistant to the President 
for international 
economic 
affairs, 
believes that free trade promotes the 
most efficient utilization of resources, 
including workers, and thus produces 
the lowest prices. But, he adds, trade 
today isn’t free. 
Europe wants to protect its less ef­ 
ficiently grown crops from American 
exports. Japan seeks to protect its 
co m p u ter 
industry. 
And 
som e 
Americans 
would 
like 
to 
restrain 
imports of shoes that are produced at 
lower cost abroad. 
The thrust of the President’s ap­ 
proach to world trade negotiations that 
begin 
in 
S ep tem b er, 
Flanigan 


suggested 
in 
an 
interview, 
is 
to 
promote more open and equitable trade 
as the underpinning of international 
economic expansion, a bonus of which 
would be to give many nations a vested 
interest in world peace. 
It begins with the assumption that 
needless frictions exist because of 
existing inequities. “ There is a fun­ 
damental imbalance in the system,” 
Flanigan said. “ It was put in place 
after World War II when we had all the 
chips. Our priority was to rebuild, and 
we were overly generous.” 
As other nations or groups of nations 
regained their competiveness, the need 
to change the monetary and trading 
systems grew evident. Other nations 
could devalue their currencies, for 


example, but not the United States. 
The old monetary order has now' been 
challenged and buried. The United 
States has now devalued and thus, in 
theory, made its goods more com­ 
petitive in world markets. But the 
United States still feels sinned against 
in trade. 
Nixon’s bill, called the Trade Reform 
Act of 1973, calls for a reduction of 
trade barriers if other nations are 
willing to lower theirs, one purpose 
being to bring exports, which totaled 
$48.8 billion last year, closer to the 
import figure of $55.7 billion 
Will this deficit be erased by the 
President's proposals? 
“ I 
don’t 
know,” 
said 
Flanigan. 
“We’re not going into the negotiations 


with the idea of getting a surplus.” 
That, he suggested, might take care of 
itself. 
Among the bargaining tools sought 
by the President is unlimited authority 
to raise, lower or eliminate tariffs, and 
the authority to retaliate against what 
are perceived to be inequities imposed 
against American goods. 
This proposal was widely referred to 
in the press as “ unprecedented and 
sweeping,” but Flanigan insists it is 
not. Similar rights were granted the 
President under the 1962 Trade E x ­ 
pansion Act, he said. 
“ Phony charge,” is how he described 
that accusation. “ It emerged because 
of the confrontation of the President 
with Congress. We are not seeking 


sweeping new pow'er. W eare asking for 
authority given in the past, to reflect 
the newr experiences.” 
The second m ajor aspect of the 
proposals, the right to restrain imports 
for five years so as to protect certain 
American industries, has also been 
criticized as an attempted usurption of 
pow'er. But 
F lan ig an notes 
that 
Congress retains its veto. 
“ It’s a hell of a m atter to go into 
negotiations with fewer chips than the 
other guy,” he said, referring to the 
broad powers held by negotiators for 
some other nations.

County Superintendent of Schools, 
Guy M. Foster, outlined some of the 
successful programs of the Miami 
Trace school system and also some of 
its problems for Rotarians at the club 
luncheon Tuesday in the Country Club. 
President Fred Domenico announced 
that the Washington C. H. club will be 
the host for the 1974 district conference 
and that Laurence Dumford will serve 
as 
the general 
chairman. 
Robert 
Haigler, district 
governor, 
is 
a 
member of the Washington C. H. club. 
Many of the details for hosting the 
conference remain to be worked out. 
Domenico also welcomed John Toby, 
Montgomery Ward store manager, into 
the club. He was sponsored by Jam es 
Ward. 


DAVID 
BAUGHN, 
program 
chairman, 
introduced 
Foster, 
who 
noted that there are ll elementary 
schools in the Miami Trace District 
and that the number of grades in each 
differs. He said 3,825 youngsters are 
enrolled in the district schools, from 
kindergarten through high school. 
The schools have a budget of $2.3 
million for normal operations 
but 
expenses of the school lunch program 
bring the total up to around $3 million a 
year, he said. 
When the kindergarten was started 
last fall, Foster said there was some 
skepticism because fu 11-day sessions 
were planned. (Most kindergartens are 
on half-day sessions, he noted). 
However, he declared, 
the 
kin­ 
dergarten has been working out “ very 
well’’ with the full-day schedule. 


APPROXIM ATELY 
70 
M THS 
students are enrolled in the Laurel 
Oaks vocational school, Foster pointed 
out, estimating that more than 170 
would go from M THS to the school next 
year. The vocational school, he said, is 
filling a need. 
The program of volunteers working 
with the teachers in the classroom in 
the school offices and library, Foster 
said, has not only been a help to school 
personnel, but also has led to a closer 
understanding between the school and 
the people. 
Along that same line for improved 
communications, he pointed out that 
the school board meets in different 
schools throughout the county to make 
it easier for the people to take ad­ 
vantage of the opportunity to meet with 
members of the board. School ad­ 
ministrators, he reminded, also have 
been meeting with parents at so-called 
“ coffee hours” at the different schools. 


THE JUNIOR HIGH 
school was 
described as the weakest part of the 
school system because it lacks many of 
the facilities for some courses — home 
economics for example. 
Finances, he said, always are a 
problem explaining that, while the 
schools have received an increase from 
State Foundation 
funds, 
it 
also 
received a mandate for spending it. 
Educational standards have been 
raised since more teachers are being 
graduated from the universities. This, 
he said, makes it possible for the ad­ 
ministration to be more selective in the 
employment teachers.

Pentagon papers trial is expected to 
wind up today as the defense team 
prepares to rest its case. 
Ellsberg testified all day Tuesday, 
giving terse answers to government 
questions, and was .to return to the 
witness stand today for an estimated 
hour more of quizzing. 
“ I ’m finding these questions very 
easy to answer,” Ellsberg said after 
Tuesday’s session. “ I ’m just saying 
what I did. 
“ I think we’ve been able to present a 
good case of what we did and why we 
did it. I think they (the jurors) will find 
that we did what we should have.”

that 
he 
and 
co defendant Anthony J. Russo copied 
the top secret study of the Vietnam w ar 
because Ellsberg wanted to present it 
to Congress. Ellsberg has said he had 
hoped 
the documents 
would 
spur 
congressmen to end the war. Both 


defendants 
are 
charged 
with 
espionage, conspiracy and theft for the 
copying. 
Attorneys for Ellsberg and Russo 
indicate that Ellsberg may be the last 
defense witness called. The govern­ 
ment has said it would call several wit­ 
nesses in rebuttal. 
In questioning Ellsberg, Asst. U.S. 
Atty. David Nissen said Ellsberg had 
broken his 
promises not 
to 
copy 
classified documents and not to show 
them to unauthorized persons. The 
promises were in numerous forms 
signed by Ellsberg when he worked for 
the Rand Corp. “ think tank” dealing 
with government projects.

faith,” 
Ellsberg said of a form issued when he 
first picked up the papers for use in a 
Rand study on “ lessons of Vietnam.” 
He said he didn’t intend to copy the pa­ 
pers then but decided to do so later. 
Ellsberg, clad in a blue sportjacket 
and gray slacks for his third full day on 
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ments he had signed because he felt 
they didn’t apply to the Pentagon 
papers.

COLUMBUS. Ohio (AP) — The Ohio 


House Education Committee was told 
Tuesday teacher training won’t be im­ 
proved by requiring an extra year of 
education. 
What Ohio’s teacher colleges need to 


do, said George Dixon, dean of the 
University of 
Toledo’s 
College 
of 


Education, 
is 
make 
“ fundamental 


changes ' in the way they train their 
students for the classroom. 
Dixon testified in opposition to a bill 


introduced by Rep. Norman Murdock, 
R-21 Cincinnati, that would require five 
years of teacher preparation. 
The measure also provides that a 


new State Board 
for 
Professional 


Personnel in Public Schools make 
detailed requirements for the type of 
training teachers should receive during 
the five years. 
Dixon said he thought such a board 


would do little more than “ refurbish ’ 
existing teacher training programs. 
Also speaking out in opposition to the 


bill 
were 
the 
Ohio 
Education 
Association and the Ohio PTA. 
The House Education Committee 
also heard testimony on a bill spon­ 
sored by Rep. Vernon F. Cook, D-39 
Cuyahoga Falls, that would require the 
state to absorb interest payments for 
school districts borrowing money 
because taxes were not collected on 
time. 


Dr. Harold E. Wilson, superintendent 
of Cuyahoga Falls schools, told the 
committee that Summit County tax 
bills have not gone out yet for the last 
half of 1972. 


Wilson said his district has had to 
borrow $1.5 million so far this year at 
an estimated interest cost of about 
$3,000.

China’s great leap forward also is 
going up, sideways and through hoops 
tonight in an astounding 90-minute 
show’ on the ABC Television network. 
The program, modestly called “ The 
Greatest Show on the Other Side of the 
Earth.’’ stars Red China’s Shenyang 
Acrobatic Troupe, which made a four- 
city tour of the United States last 
December and January. 
The tour, which drew considerable 
acclaim, is part of the gradual thaw in 
relations between the United States 
and mainland China that followed 
President 
Nixon’s historic trip to 
Peking early last year. 
The troupe kept the thaw going 
during its tour by unveiling at the start 
of its show a huge red banner that said, 
“ Long Live the Friendship Between the 
Peoples.” 
At the end of the performance, 
another large red banner was unfurled. 
It was more specific. It said, “ Long 


Live the Friendship between the 
Chinese and American Peoples.” 
Those were the only commercials. In 
between, as those who watch the show 
tonight may feel, there was a display of 
physical agility, endurance and grace 
that was downright mind-boggling. 


The troupe, whose art form is more 
than 2,(KH) years old. starts off with 
“ plate spinning,” involving long sticks 
on which the performers each spin up 
to eight dinner plates while doing 
somersaults, handstands and getting 
their heads together the hard way. 


For my dough, the best of the 12-part 
program comes at the end in the 
segment called “ hoop diving,” once 
called the swallow game because the 
hoop-divers seem to imitate the flight 
of swallows. 
They put two hoops, one atop the 
other, on a stand. The idea is to leap 
through the hoop without knocking it 
over. They do it time and again, even 
w'ith a second set of hoops. Don’t ask 
me how.

TALLAHASSEE, Fla. (AP) — Tired 
of waiting for Congress to act, the 
Florida Senate has voted unanimously 
to replace the name Cape Kennedy 
with Cape Canaveral — the original 
name — on all state road maps and 
highway signs. 
The area had been called Cape 
Canaveral from the 16th Century until 
President Lyndon Johnson changed it 
by proclamation in 1963, shortly after 
the death of President John ET Ken­ 
nedy. 
State Sen. Lori Wilson said she felt it 
was never Johnson’s intention for the 
entire Cape to bear the Kennedy name, 
only the space center area. She said the 
bill now awaiting action by the Florida 
House was not an attempt to “ show any 
disrespect toward President John 
Kennedy, who was a great president.” 
Florida first asked Congress several 
years ago to change the name back to 
Cape Canaveral. The proposal passed 
the U.S. Senate last year but stalled in 
the House.

Tattooing is for the Birds 


How do you feel about the new fad of 
tattooing designs on the arms and the 
body of women? 
My daughter, a high school senior, 
read about it the other day, and already 
is seeking permission to have it done. 
Mrs. S.N., N. J. 
Dear Mrs. N .: 
I, too, read that story and em­ 
phatically 
disapprove 
of 
this 
irreversible bit of nonsense. For years 
I have called attention in these columns 
to the dangers of skin tattooing on men. 
Syphilis, 
m alaria, 
infectious 
hepatitis and other virulent diseases 
have been introduced into the bodies of 
unsuspecting people by this process. 
These diseases are a severe penalty 
to pay for a prank that is short-lived 
and usually painfully regretted. 
The U.S. Government issues to all 
members of the Armed Forces specific 
warnings that tattooing in foreign or 
domestic tattoo parlors is dangerous. 
Despite 
these 
warnings, 
when 
resistance levels are lowered by 
alcohol, illicit tattooing, with all its 
hazards, still exists. 
In most states tattooing is illegal. 
Such laws should be reinforced to make 
people who seek to be tattooed just as 
responsible as those who do the tat­ 
tooing. Until then, parents must exert 
the greatest pressure. 
Tattooing is considered a surgical 
procedure. 
Therefore, 
anyone who 
tattoos a design, whether it is a ship or 
a lovely flower, should have written 
consent from the parent of a minor and 
a license to practice surgery. Only in 


this way can the hidden dangers of 
tattooing be eliminated. 
Why don’t you remind your daughter 
that what is acceptable in fashion today 
will be “ dated” and “ old hat” next 
year? Old hats can be thrown away. 
The length of dresses can be altered. 
But a tattoo is there forever. 


With spring coming on, I worry about 
my personal tendency to attract bees, 
wasps, and hornets. 
What can I do about it? 
Miss T D., Ga. 
Dear Miss D.: 
For 
years 
I 
have 
resisted 
acknowledging that some people more 
than others attract mosquitoes and 
other stinging insects. 


I do know that mosquitoes for some 
reason boycott me completely ( But not 
me.—Ed.) I am sure that there must be 
an explanation for this. 
There are a few precautions that you 
can 
take. 
It is 
well 
known that 
cosmetics, suntan lotions, perfume, 
and other fragrances do attract in­ 
sects. 


Some studies indicate that bright 
colors, too, attract this kind of insect. 
People who are highly sensitive to 
insect bites should exert great effort to 
keep garbage cans covered. Leftover 
foods in the outdoors should be quickly 
discarded. 
There are many insect repellents 
that can be applied to the skin of people 
who have a close bond of affinity with 
unwanted insects.
